THE TIMELESS WONDER 


N the first Sunday of the year 1942 Bishop Eivind Berggrav, 
leader of the resistance in Norway, was allowed to write a letter to 
his wife. In it he mentioned the text for the day from his Lutheran prayer 
book. He wrote: 
“...he hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the 
blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised”? = (Luke 4:18). 
~The letter was censored by the chief of police in Oslo, who called the 
bishop’s wife to his office. After she had read the letter, the chief said to 
her, “I order you to write to your husband and tell him that from now 
on, he is forbidden to quote the Bible, for it is much too up-to-date.” 
**Much too up-to-date’! This has been the timeless witness of the Bible 
‘through the centuries as its eternal message of truth breaks through its 
ancient pastoral settings and speaks to a scientific-atomic age. As such it 
is indeed the timeless wonder, for whether the human setting changes 
from the sundial to the modern atomic elapsed-time clock, the problems 
and processes of human hearts have remained the same for centuries and 
can only find their solution as— 
“God, who at sundry times and in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
jast days spoken unto us by His Son’ (Hebrews 1:1-2)— 
and now speaks to men and women through the written Word. 
~ It is therefore much more than a book. It is a living force that is never 
outmoded or out of date. It has meaning for every generation and brings 
into proper focus the Word of Life for every dilemma, every peril, every 
heartache and every pain of the human heart. 
In times of deep sorrow it says “For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life... shall be able to separate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord.’ To discouraged people it says, iiet mot 
your heart be troubled . . .” To those seeking forgiveness it says, “Be of 
good cheer; thy sins are forgiven thee.”’ ‘To the weary it says, “Come 
unto me, all ye that are weary and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.’ To those with responsibility it says, ‘Do justly, and to love mercy, 
and ... walk humbly with thy God.” To the lonely it says, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” 
~ And s0, to every area of the human situation the Bible becomes the 
timeless wonder of God’s eternal truth, as whenit spoke to the skeptical chief 
of an African village who was listening to a missionary read one of Paul’s 
‘letters from the Bible. When the missionary had finished, the chief asked, 
“When did you say that was written?” —‘‘About nineteen hundred years 
ago,”’ replied the missionary. “‘Now I know you are a liar,” exclaimed the 
“chief. “That was written about our village.”

IBELWERK is a new development in East Ger- 
many, educational in purpose and missionary in 
character. 

Circulation of the Scriptures in East Germany has 
reached the point where nearly every family or per- 
son who has been anxious to obtain a copy of the 
Scriptures has been able to get one. Distribution now 
must be more missionary-minded. 

More important, however, than distribution at 
this point is to engage the churchpeople in reading 
the Scriptures. What Bibelwerk is trying to do in 
East Germany is to focus the attention of the 
churches, families and individuals upon the power 
which the Bible can provide for revitalizing the 
Church, for enabling people to stand up to the perse- 
cution from the government and to provide the hope 
and determination that will cause the people to carry 
on according to the fundamentals of their faith dur- 
ing a time of great discouragement. 

Although this service is somewhat extracurricular 
to the normal work of the Bible Society, it is a service 
which must be rendered, and there is no institution 
to do it except the Bible Society. American Bible- 
lovers help furnish the paper for the printing of the 
books, the sale of which makes possible a program of 
Scripture-reading and -use which otherwise would 
not be possible. 


Berlin Conference

fold: 


1. Lecturing ministry. Here the task is simply to; 
give a basic knowledge of the Bible and its im-! 
portance to the present-day problems. The team} 
also attempts to help the local pastors in their Bible} 
programs. 

2. Bible exhibitions. Four small sets and one large} 
one of these exhibitions are continually on the move. | 
They are prepared for the seven-year-old as well as} 
the seventy-year-old and attract unusual attention, 
particularly when the local press cooperates. 


3. Training of lay workers. First steps in the train-; 
ing of lay workers are usually taken after a Bible: 
Mission Week. Orientation courses on the history of) 
the Bible and its message are followed by practical | 
courses on how to talk with people and on the aims} 
and purposes of Scripture distribution. | 

In spite of many difficulties the Bibelwerk is able} 
to fulfill much direct and indirect ministry. Again. 
and again experience proves the dynamic power of 
the Word of God. One example was a convinced 
atheist who studied the New Testament to write a 
treatise against Christianity. During this study he 
experienced a complete change of heart and is now a 
minister of the Word of God.

N MAY Of 1946 a small group of people, in one of 
the first international conferences after Wo-ld War 


_II, saw a historic event. In the back of the meeting 


room appeared the Rev. Dr. Hanns Lilje, the first 


) German churchman permitted at that time to visit 


England. Presiding was Bishop Eivind Bergerav, 
Primate of Norway, who had been the leader of 
Norway’s spiritual resistance to the Nazis and had 
suffered much at their hands. So also had Dr. Lilje 
suffered. Immediately Bishop Berggrav stepped 


down from the platform and by the warmth of his 
| greeting signified the strength of the bond of Chris- 


tian fellowship in spite of the tides of war and hate 
that had surrounded it. 
This was at the conference of Bible 


national 


Societies at which their organ of fellowship, the 
| United Bible Societies, came into being. 


Today this worldwide fellowship mourns the 
death in January of Bishop Berggrav, for eleven 
years their president and for all a revered and be- 
loved friend. 

Eivind Berggrav was a man of unusual qualities. 
He had expected to be an engineer but turned to 
theology. It is perhaps expressive of his personal out- 
look that his doctoral dissertation defined religious 
feeling as the tendency in man to break through all 
limitations, to overleap frontiers. His Christian serv- 


~ ice included a chaplaincy to long-term prisoners in 
Oslo, a lectureship in the psychology of religion, 


arduous and sometimes perilous work as Bishop of 
Haalogaland in rough mountain country along the 
then appointment in 1937 as 


~ Bishop of Oslo. On the outbreak of war, with swift 


insight he drew together all the Christian Churches 


in Norway to face the dangerous future. 
. There is not space here to review how, in spite ol 
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The Right Reverend Eivind Berggrav 


imprisonment, he led the Churches of Norway into 
noble resistance to the degrading outlook of the 
Nazi invaders. But we may rightly note that in the 
very first paragraph the great statement of belief 
with which the Churches challenged Nazi authority 
over them set forth the Bible as the only basis and 
guide for Christian life and teaching. Steadily and 
often the Bible was a powerful force in this move- 
ment. At the moment of his arrest it was a ‘“‘word”’ 
from the Bible that reassured the bishop. He has told 
how in the day-by-day contact of leaders of the resist- 
ance they would exchange their discoveries of the 
astonishingly direct ‘“‘word” the Scriptures spoke to 
them in their struggles. 

It was in this strong consciousness of the reality of 
the Bible’s message for our time, and as president 
for years of the Norwegian Bible Society, that 
Bishop Berggrav came to the Bible Societies Con- 
ference, and here he became the president of this 
new binding-together of men and women of many 
countries in the great united cause of the spread of 
the Bible among all men. In the eleven years of his 
presidency he attended eleven out of the fifteen 
meetings of the United Bible Societies Council or the 
Standing Committee, making on every occasion a 
unique contribution. Never ponderous, always strong 
in mind and spirit, clear in thought and keen in 
word—often with a sparkle of authentic humor, 
firm as a presiding officer yet appreciative of the in- 
terest and outlook of each colleague, he won the deep 
affection of all. Whatever the occasion or theme, he 
was always thinking more greatly, looking further 
ahead. The Bible Societies will do well if they can 
acquire and maintain for their great cause Eivind 
Berggrav’s personal modesty yet greatness of mind, his 
certainty of faith and accuracy of thought.—E.M.N. 
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Luluabourg 

ROM the ancient country of the Balubas we pro- 
Fcceaca to Luluabourg, the capital of the Kasai 
Province. The movement of the population into the 
large cities has made it necessary for the missions to 
change their strategy with the establishment of new 
schools and churches. It was our privilege to meet 
the Dr. and Mrs. Vernon Anderson who for over 
thirty-five years have labored among the Balubas. 
With the friends at Luluabourg I was able to discuss 
the possibility of opening up a bookshop for Christian 
literature and the distribution of Tshiluba Scriptures. 
This large and well-planned center of the rich and 
fine Province of Kasai is indeed in need of a central 
bookshop. ‘The Mission has a fine press at Luebo, and 
with the good communications between these two 
stations Luluabourg could serve as the distributing 
center of all the literature in Tshiluba and French 
for the whole Kasai. 

Not far from Luluabourg there is another large 
station, Mutoto, where the pioneer and translator of 
the Bible, Dr. W. M. Morrison, began work in 1912. 
The Morrison Bible School was established in 
memory of him. 

Mutoto is one of the most important stations in the 
field of evangelism. ‘There are some 10,000 Protes- 
tants in this area and seven thousand children at- 
tending the schools in the Mutoto district. 


Luna-Inkongo 


Traveling northeast on the main road to East 
Congo, we visited two of the Westcott Mission sta- 
tions. It was at Inkongo station near the Sankuru 
River that the Rev. W. H. Westcott and his col- 
leagues translated the whole Bible into Luna-In- 
Gigo: The T’shiluba has here, as in many other 
areas, become the lingua franca and is used in the 
schools and by government circles. The Luna lan- 
guage is thus ine out among the younger genera- 
tion. It is, however, used in preaching the Gospel,

The Batetelas 


The Batetelas are one of the most remarkable | 
tribes in this part of Congo. During our visit to the | 
Kasai Province we spent a couple of days at Minga, 
Wembo Nyama and Lodja. In all those places we | 
saw God’s glorious works. This Methodist Central | 
Congo Mission has during some forty years es- 
tablished a large church, opened many schools and | 
hospitals all over the area. Wembo Nyamba is the | 
largest station, with fine schools and a new, modern | 
hospital being built. While in the area we had the : 
opportunity of discussing various problems in con- | 
nection with the distribution of Scriptures amongst | 
the Batetelas. The New Testament was published by } 
the American Bible Society in 1937. The Otetela | 
Bible is being prepared, and we hope it will not be | 
long before this tribe, where there is a large Protes- | 
tant community, shall have the whole Bible. 


Conclusion 


On this long journey we were able to witness the + 
great power of the eternal Gospel. It had been our | 
Joy to speak to thousands and thousands of Africans | 
and to meet many devoted men and women. Our 
hearts were filled with gratitude to God for the 
Bibles and New ‘Testaments which through the } 
Bible Societies have been made available to the 
people in various languages. 

In the words of one missionary, “What would we ! 
do without the Bible?’ The work of all the missions 
is based upon the Book. The future of the work in | 
Africa depends upon a greater dedication to the task 
God has given us to do and a determination to make | 
His Cisne available to the people of Africa, who are } 
awakening to and entering a new life.

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Visiting the Bible Society Around the World

N JULY 18 Dr. Bader and I left New York by plane 
for a journey around the world in 114 days. We 
visited 16 countries and traveled 40,000 miles by 
plane, train, automobile, bus and cart. Dr. Bader 
went as the General Secretary of the World Conven- 
~tion of Churches of Christ (Disciples). [went in two 
_ capacities—as fraternal delegate of the World Chris- 
tian Women’s Fellowship and as one of the Vice Pres- 

_ idents of the United Bible Societies. 
___ The Secretaries of the American Bible Society had 
briefed us about Bible Houses around the world and 


wrote letters to the overseas Secretaries, many of 


whom we knew personally. 

Our first stop was London. When we arrived at our 
hotel we found an invitation to have tea with Mr. 
- Olivier Béguin and Mrs. Béguin. Mr. Béguin, as Gen- 
eral Secretary of the United Bible Societies, again 
briefed us on the Bible work in the countries we were 
visiting. He also gave us a clearer picture of the 
ereat challenge that faces the Bible Societies. Although 
22,000,000 Scripture volumes are distributed by mem- 
bers of the United Bible Societies each year, twice 
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this number could be effectively distributed if they 
were available. ‘he reasons for this increase in de- 
mand are the population growth of the world, in- 
creasing literacy by at least 29 million adults each 
year, the success of the Bible Societies in arousing 
interest in the Bible and the growth of the newer 
churches with their increased responsibility for their 
own program. 

On our way to Africa we stopped at the Brussels 
World Fair and visited the beautiful United Bible 
Societies building and exhibits. 

Africa is a mighty continent. We saw much of the 
country south of the Sahara. We had delightful fellow- 
ship in the homes of the Bible House Secretaries in 
Leopoldville, Nairobi and Johannesburg, where we 
met many of the missionaries and Church executives. 
As a member of the Overseas Committee I was in- 
terested in the work of the Congo Basin Joint Agency, 
particularly because the American Bible Society as- 
sumed joint responsibility there with the British Soci- 
ety in 1957. As we visited the mission stations we 
heard expressions of appreciation for Secretary Mar- 
thinson’s dedication and effectiveness. 

From Africa we flew to India, which has about 400 
million people, one seventh of the world’s popula- 
tion. Since our return we were deeply saddened by the 
news of Secretary Mahanty’s death, who had done so 
much to introduce effective methods for the Scrip- 
tures in India, such as the Gospel in the newspapers. 

In Thailand we visited the beautiful Bible House 
at Bangkok and visited with Secretary Ming Chao and 
his family. Here we learned that the Bible motor 
launch is sailing up and down the inland waterways 
distributing the Scriptures.

Ona few occa- 
sions the glass has been broken and the Bible stolen.

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More than 7,000 Bibles, New Testaments and Gos- 
pels in over 175 languages were sold at the Brussels 
Exhibition at the Protestant Churches Pavilion and at 
the Expobible (the Bible stall erected below the large 
illuminated Bible). Inaddition, more than half a million 
free copies of selections from the 
Scriptures, specially produced for 
the occasion, including the Ser- 
mon on the Mount and Bible tracts 
on the theme of the Exhibition, 
were distributed in some fifteen ; 
languages. This service was carried out by the Belgian 
Bible Society, with the help of local voluntary workers, 
and was financed by various national Bible Societies 
which are members of the United Bible Societies and 
by the Scripture Gift Mission of London. 


LLUSTRATED Portions of the Bible, published in paper- 
back form by the American Bible Society, are being 
used to good advantage by the Grace Presbyterian Church 
in Jenkintown, Pennsylvania. Each year for the past four 
years on the first Sunday in Lent their pastor, the Rev. 
Cecil H. Jones, has distributed one of the series of these 
magazine-size booklets to the members of his congregation 
and has then used it as a basis for his sermons during the 
Lenten season. Mr. Jones says, “I find that giving each 
member of my congregation an illustrated copy of the 
Bible book from which I plan to preach stimulates interest 
and results in larger church attendance. Furthermore, it 
gives a valuable continuity to my sermons during this very 
important Church season.” To date the Grace Church has 
used each of the four Gospels. This year they ordered the 
Illustrated Portion for the combined Letters to the Rom- 
ans and 1 and 2 Corinthians. During Lent of 1959 this 
church and their minister studied the First Letter to the 
Corinthians.

A through the churches has been launched by the 
Philippine Bible House. Working through the various 
departments of evangelism, Mr. Taglucop is organizing 
the churches in neighborhood Bible reading cam- 
paigns.

A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House on Thursday, February 5, 
1959, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel Burke 
in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Rey. Dr. Alvin A. Ahern. 

The death of Bishop Eivind Berggrav 
was reported and the following Memorial 
Minute was adopted by a rising vote: 

Bishop Eivind Berggrav 

The Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society has learned with profound re- 
gret of the death in January of one of the 
great Christians and noble leaders of our 
time, Bishop Eivind Berggray of Norway. 

Known to the Board as the Primate of 
Norway and as the heroic leader of spirit- 
ual resistance to the Nazi invasion during 
World War II, Eivind Berggray was best 
and most affectionately known in Bible So- 
ciety circles as the President of the Nor- 
wegian Bible Society and especially as the 
President of the United Bible Societies from 
its founding in 1946 until his resignation in 
1957. Out of his practical mind and deep 
experience with the message of the Bible in 
a world of conflict, Bishop Berggray brought 
to the far-reaching work of the Societies a 
clear and beacon-like conviction, a keen 
sense of ecumenical relationships, warmth 
of friendliness, accurate discernment of is- 
sues, the salt of humor, personal modesty 
and sacrificial devotion. None who joined 
in conferences with him failed to leave 
without a sense of rare enrichment of ex- 
perience. The Bible was to him the source 
of Christian wisdom and illumination, and 
he was eager that it exercise its power 
among all men. 

The Board of Managers extends its deep 
sympathy to the Bishop’s family, to the 
Norwegian Bible Society and the Nor- 
wegian Church in their loss, and gives 
praise to God for the example of His serv- 
ant, Eivind Berggray, 

Mr. John M. Reimer was elected an As- 
sociate Secretary, effective April 1, 1959. 
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Dr. Robert P. Markham was elected a 
Research Associate in the Translations De- 
partment, effective April 1, 1959. 

It was reported that a total of 12,061,646 
volumes were issued from the Bible House, 
New York, during 1958. 

It was also reported that a new edition 
of the Gospel of Mark and the volume con- 
taining Romans, I and II Corinthians, in 
Haitian Creole had been completed and 
that 2,000 copies of each publication were 
sent to Haiti last December 29. 

In response to calls from the sightless, 
there was a large increase in the distribu- 
tion of the embossed Scriptures and Talk- 
ing Book records in 1958.

Following a short visit to Formosa, which was all its 
name implies, a “‘beautiful island,’ we arrived in 
Japan, where we were greeted by General Secretary 
Miyakoda of the Japan Bible Society. As an old friend 
of ours, he arranged a luncheon in our honor where 
we met many missionary friends and Christian work- 
ers. We were particularly interested in the work of the 

Japanese colporteurs and the growing distribution of 
the Scriptures through bookstores. 


Secretary Taglucop of the Bible House in Manila 
renewed our acquaintance from his last visit to New 
York and introduced us to the staff and missionaries 
engaged in the Bible revision and distribution work 
for the Philippine Islands. 


The outstanding impression which Dr. Bader and I 
received of the Bible Houses and their Secretaries, 
staffs and board members was their complete dedica- 
tion to the work they are called to do. ‘There is some- 
thing about working with the Word of God which 
seems to call out the best in people. It helps them to 
see the invisible and to do the impossible. 


If, like Martin Luther, our consciences are “bound 
to the Word of God,”’ we must obey their demand that 
it be set before all men, that they may hear, repent 
and be saved. The Bible Societies, in addition to 
coping with more or less regular requirements, need a 
reserve of resources to take full advantage of changing 
world conditions.

109 blocks of houses. Scriptures sold: 144 Bibles, 177 
New Testaments, 350 Illustrated Gospels and 653 
other Gospels and Portions. He has now been provided 
with a new Bible station wagon, which was recently 
dedicated. Mr. Giraldi, who graduated from the In- 
stitute in 1958, recently conducted.a campaign in 
Baurt, Brazil. More than 130 persons from five 
Churches visited 1,500 homes as well as farms, mar- 
kets, business houses and railroad stations, distribu- 
ting a total of 2,124 Scriptures. 

Mr. Mulder’s report glows with descriptions of 
young people proceeding hesitantly at first to under- 
take voluntary colportage on the streets of Cordoba, 
Rosario and Buenos Aires, but who return from their 
first efforts enthusiastic about the opportunity for 
Christian witness which they found and the personal 
satisfactions which followed. Concerning one experi- 
ence he writes: ‘“‘Naturally, everybody was a little bit 
nervous, as they were trying out something new.” 
However, when they had finished their first day’s 
efforts, “it was quite impressive to see the young men 
telling of their experiences and repeating some of the 
conversations held during the afternoon.”’ At another 
place they were required to get permission from the 
local police officer to sell Scriptures on the street, and 
the group was exceedingly timid about the whole ex- 
periment, but Mulder reports: “The greatest blessing 
of all was that when we went to take leave of the chief 
of police, he asked us if we would not sell him a Bible.”
